EXPLOSION

TO ESCAPE.

the building on Main street which 
was destroyed by fire by an explo- 
sion. of fireworks in tlie store of A. 

Tip to 1 p. m. today 
the dead bodies of fifteen persons 
and the head of another had been 
taken from the ruins.

uiins of the cellai beneath Ritten- 
bui'g's store, 
found a quantity of 


dynaonite torpedoes, and the polke 
and fire officials are of the opinion 
blmt the explosion and fire resulted 
from t-he bui sting of a torpedo of 
this kind. 


EXPLOSION AT NOON, 


The explosion occurred shortly 


after noon and many of the occupants 
of^'he building fwere out at dinner. 
The building in which tlie explosion 
occurred was a frame tenement, four 
stories 
high, -with 
stores on the 


ground floor. The middle store was 
occupied1 by 'Ritteiiburg, 
Ten fam- 


ilies occupied flats in the building. 
So igreat was the force of tlie explo- 
sion that a boy playing in the street 
half a hlock away was lifted from 
liis feet and hurled1 against an iron 
fence. 
One of his legs- was broken. 


Evctry window seemed to be emit- 


ting flames within a minute afteir the 
first -explosion. A woman, her cloth- 
ing on fire, leaped out of one of the 
windows and1 fell to the yard below. 
Her dead body was dragged out of 
reach of the flames, but the flesh was 
roasted so that it dropped from the 
bones. 
iSiha was later Identified as 


Mrs. 
Williams. 


Mrs, Williams' husband 
was a 


cripple. His wife is supposed to have 
(remained longer than sthe could with 
safety In an effoit to save him. He 
was found burned to a crisp on his 
bed. 


Soine of the occupants of the rooms 


diopped from their 
windows and 


were bruised. Others' hung f<rom the 
Avhidows until the firemen came, and 
twenty persons were taken down in 
this way through the fire and smoke 
by the firemen, while others dropped 
fnto life nets. 


Daniel Dooley, 
who was in the 


(yard when the explosion took place, 
saw the two Ritteiiburg children in 
the rear i%oom and rushed into the 
flames for them. He got one of them 
and carried it out, and tried to go 
back for the obher, but the room was 
by then a mass of fire, He was bad- 
ly scorched in. rescuing the 
first 


child.

Source of iUe Jn'habihm'te of 


the Kasfcein Archipelago DU- 
cussed 'by Dr* Vhc-luw,

ODr, Oils T. Mason, one of the cura- 


tors 'of the National Museum, has re- 
cently 'translated for the Smithsonian 
Institution ^a -monograph by Budolf 
Virchow, on the people of the Philip* 
pines, which will add much to the 
information already in hand concern- 
ing the newly acquired teiritory. 


"Since the days when trhe first Eu- 


ropean navigators entered the South 
Sea, 
the dispute over the source and 


ethnic 'affiliations of the inhabitants 
of that extended 'and scattered island 
-world has been unsettled," says Vir- 
tfhow. 
'The most superficial glance 


points out a contrariety in external 
appearances, 
which leaves 
little 


dou-bt that here peoples of entirely 
•different blood live near !and aauong 
Dne an'cther. 
And this is so appar- 


ent that the pathfinder, Magellan, 
gave expression to the contrariety in 
his names 'for tribes and in denned 
•areas, and light complexion in oth- 
31-3, here abundantly, theie quite ex- 
ceptional, writers applied Old World 
names to the nefw phenomena with- 
out further thought. 
The Philip- 


pines set the decisive example in 
this. 


"Fernando Magellan first discov- 


ered the islands of this great archi- 
pelago in 1521, Maich 16. After his 
death the Spaniards completed the 
'circle of liis discoveries. 
At this 


time the name of Negros was fixed, 
•which even now is called Islas de los 
Pintados islands of the 'colored peo- 
ples. 
The people were divided into 


two groups, the Little Negros or Ne- 
gritos, and the Indios. 
It is quite 


conceivable that involuntarily lih(a 
opinion prevailed that the Negritos 
liad closie relationship wi-Mi the hig'h- 
atf- --'cG-mplexionsd inhabitants of In- 
dia, or ait least, Indonesia. 


"However, it must be said here that 


the 'theory of a truly African origin 
of the Negritos has been advanced 
•but 'seldom, and then in a very hesi- 
tating1 manner. 
The idea that with 


the present configuration of -the east- 
ern island' -world, 
especially with 


their great distances apart, a vari- 
ety 'of mankind that had- never man- 
ifested any aptitude for maritime en- 
terprises, should have spread them- 
selves over this vast wean area, in 
order to settle dto-wn on this island 
and on that, is so unreasonable ithat 
it has scarcely 
found a defender 


worth' naming. 
More and more the 


blacks are coming 'to 'be considered 
the original peoples, the "Indios" to 
be the intruders, 
3?or this there is 


a quite reasonable ground, in fchait 'on 
many islands the blacks dwell in the 
interior, difficult of 'access, while the 
light comiplexioned tribes have set- 
tled the coasts.

linguMic proofs, which place the 
lighter races of homegeneous speech . 
in linguistic relation with the high- 
er races, especially the Maylays. 
Dogmatically it has been said that 
originally these islands had 'been oc- 
cupiedi entirely by (the primitive 
bla'ck population, 
but 
afterward, 


through intrusion^ 
from 
the sea, 


these blacks were gradually pressed 
Away from the coast and shoved back 
into the interior, 


"The problem, though it 'appear?: 


sample enough, has become co'mpli- 
cated more and more through the 
progress of discovery, especially since 
Cook enlarged 'our knowledge of the 
Oriental island world. A new and

thrust itself to the front in the fact 
that the blacks and the lighter-col- 
<ored peoples are each separated into 
widely differing groups. 
While the 


former hold*? especially the immense, 
almost continental, regions Of Au-

parture for all explanations of this 
eastern ethnology, 


how are the local differences 


of various tribes 
to be explained 


when, on the whole, the place of or- 
igin was the same? Is there here 
a secondary variation of type, some- 
thing brought about 
through cli- 


mate, food, circumstances? It as a 
large theme, which, 
unfortunately, 


is too often dominated by previously 
formed theories. The importance of 
'environment' and mode of life upon 
the body-development of man can- 
not be contested, but the measure 
of this importance is very much in 
doubt. 
Wjpwhere is this measure, at 


least in the present consideration, 
less known than in the Philippines.

self-evident that the Negritos of the

bright-colored Indios. 
As long as 


these islands have been known, more 
than three centuries, the skin of t/he 
Negritos has been dark brown, al- 
most 'black; their 
hair short and 


spirally twisted, and just as long has 
the skin of the Indios been brown- 
ish, in various 
shades, 
relatively 


clear, and the hair has been long 
and arranged in wavy locks. At no 
time, so far as known, has it been 
discovered that among a single fam- 
ily a pronounced variation 
from 


these peculiarities 'has taken place. 
On this point there is entire una- 
nimity. 


"In the case of the Negritos there 


is not the least doubt. Of the Indios 
a doubt may arise, for, in fact, the 
shades of skin color appear greatly 
varied, since the brown is at times 
quite blackish, at times yellowish, 
almost as varied as is the sun-burnt 
hair. 
But even then the practiced 


eye easily detects the descent, au d 
if the skin alone is not sufficient, 
the first glance 
at the hair com- 


pletes the diagnosis.

explanation nf individual or tiibai 
variations is difficult only with the 
Indios, while so much necessity ex 
ists in the case of the Negritos* But 
among the Indios these individual 
and tribal variations are so frequent 
and outspoken that one is justified 
in making 
the 
inquiry whether 


there 'has not developed here a new 
type of inherited peculiarities. 
If 


this were the case it must still be 
held 
that already 
the immigrant 


tribes had possessed them 


"Now, history records that, diffei- 


ent 
immigrations have actually 


taken 
place. 
Laying 
aside 
the 


latest, before the arrival of the Span- 
iards, that of the Islamites, in the 
fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries, 


ethnologists

THIKD HOUSE OF CONGBESS, 


An interesting body of legislators 


of which the outside world has little, 
if any, knowledge, meets 
every 


morning in the cloak room of the 
house of representatives,

It is exteremely select in its mem- 
bership, which numbers perhaps half 
a hundred There are others to the ex- 
tent of about 100 who have a cent cf 
honorary membership. They are al- 
lowed to stand around and listen, but 
rarely, if ever, do they enjoy the 
privilege of speaking and are never 
allowed to draw up a chair before the 
roaring fire and join the inner circle. 


Membership of the active kind is 


an honor difficult to obtain. No pol- 
itics, no majorities and no "pull" will 
secure it. A man has to be born with 
his credentials, which are, briefly, 
the ability to tell a good story, the 
ability to listen attentively and the 
ability to laugh heartily at the proper 
time. The deliberations of the third 
house are invariably on humorous 
subjects and usually consist of set 
speeches of two or three minutes' 
duration, The extreme limit if four 
or five minutes, and any man reach- 
ing five minutes stands in peril of 
losing his seat. The speaker of this 
third house is elected by himself and 
holds office as long as he can tell a 
better story than any other man, 
When he fails in this he is sup- 
planted.

The number of 
Missourlans in the house is unusual- 
ly large and they are all strong mem-

A thoughtful Discourse at the 


Funeral of Uncle Jim Sam 
Willis, in Pike County, Mo. 


or three Sundays ago there was 


to his long rest in Pike county, 


Mo,, "Uncle Jim Sam" Willis, a noted 
and much loved character. 
He had j 


be«n a dear frieng* to *'Congressman 
Champ Clark ^$d $$tfe ihat brilliant 
Statesman Ms -first' important law 
<case. It was Mr, WiUis' desire that 
Congressman Cjlark preach his fun- 
eral aermon, a request that was com- 
plied with. The following is an ex- 
tract from Congressman Clark's dis- 
course: 


"In my judgment 'the iinest pas- 


sage in the Bible is Paul's beautiful 
rhapsody on charity, in the thir- 
teenth chapter of First Corinthians. 
3*aul's description of charity is also a 
perfect picture of Uncle Jim Sam 
Willis: 'Charity suffereth long and 
is kind; charity envieth not; charity 
vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up, 
dQth not behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not its own, is not easily pro- 
voked, thinketh no evil, rejoiceth not 
in iniquity, but rejoiceth in the 
truth; beareth all things, believeth 
all things, endureth all things. 
Charity never faileth.' 
He was all 


that Paul says charity is, and truly 
his charity never failed. He fed the 
hungry, clothed the poor and in every 
way in (his power made this earth a 
more delectable place for human habi- 
tation." 


After this introduction Mr. Clark 


read the iparable of the Good Samari- 
tan, with running and pertinent com- 
ments, declaring that the parable of 
the Good Samaritan contained the es- 
sence of the gospel of Jesus Christ 
and that Uncle Saan Willis was, in 
the finest sense, a modern Good 
Samaritan. 


In spe&king of the Bible Mr. Clark 


advised svery one to make that book 
a life companion. He said: 


" 'Search the scriptures' is an in- 


junction laid upon us by the Master, 
'Search the scriptures/ say I, a man 
of the world, in love with the world. 
Search the scriptures, though the 
inspiring hope of the resurrection 
•Were only a splendid dream, Search 
the scriptures as a matter of plain, 
practical, everyday philosophy. 


"Are you* ambitious to use our ver- 


nacular in its purity 
vind 
its 


strength? . Giye your days and 
nights to a thorough mastery of King 
James' v&rsion. It is Chaucer's 'well 
of England undefined,' 


"Do you yearn to place your name 


high onttbe?scroll of fame as a poet? 
Take the*1 Psalms of David and the 
book ,pf Ecel$si&stes as your models. 


"Do you aspire to write prose, the 


tersest and most sublime? 
Begin 


with the most stupendous sentence 
ever penned, 'God said let there be 
li£ht, and there was light/ ancl stop 
not short of the last word of the book 
of Revelations. 


"In a country where oratory has 


reached its highest perfection, do you 
long to rival the great masters in the 
art 
of Demosthenes and 
Cicero? 


Study the Apostle to the Gentiles as 
he pleads his own cause and the cause 
of Christendom before King Agrippa 
or reveals to <an astounded world the 
'Unknown God* on Mars hill, in the 
glorious theater of Grecian eloquence. 


"In all that vast region from the 


Golden Horn to the Aleutian islands, 
•which contains all that is most prec- 
ious in modern civilization, there is 
scarcely a human understanding so 
benighted but it holds, consciously or 
tiiKJonscioUsly, some scrap of the book 
of books. 


"In poetry, song and oratory; in 


ma&azines, newspapers ancl books; in 
court arguments, in jury addresses 
find stum£ speeches; in history, bi- 
ography and fiction j in conversa- 
tions in (the most splendid parlors; in 
the wretched chattering^ of cold, 
hunger 
and 
squalor—'anywhere, 


everywhevrone hears the language of 
inspiration. 


"It is safe to say that were every | 


Bible now printed, in all the lan- 
guages spoken by the children of 
men, suddenly burned by the public 
hangman, it might 'be completely re- 
produced from the literature and 
memory of the woild* 


"From what standpoint it is re- 


garded, its teachings, precepts and 
influences are all for good. 
Wher- 


stand at the latter day upon the 
earth.' 


"Uven Voltaire, the atheist, after 


eighty years spent in ridiculing re- 
ligion through seven octaye volumes 
and numberless 
pasquinades; after 


being by turns the admirer, the 
friend, the flatterer, the companion, 
the enemy and the defainer of the 
great Frederick, the mightiest mon- 
arch that ever wielded a German 
scepter; after being crowned by an 
idolatrous people in a Parisian the* 
ater; after, furnishing the raw mater- 
ial out of which a hundred pinch- 
Jbeck infidels have built reputations, 
dazaling, baleful and ephemeral, even 
he, old, -shriveled and decrepit, in 
that awful hour when his soul was 
required of him, manifested so little 
faith in his own pernicifeus teachings 
that in a bitter agony he exclaimed, 
<Q? God, if there be a God, have mercy 
on my soul, if I have a soul!' 


"That wild shriek of despair is a 


complete answer to all his malignant 
tirades against religion. He wrote, 
in the full enjoyment of health and 
wealth, in the presence of a long 
train of obsequious worshippers, un- 
mindful of all the benefactions his 
Creator had lavished upon him. He 
uttered that awful cry—a sort of in- 
voluntary deathbed confession—in 
articule mortis, as he was about to 
appear, shorn of his 
meritorious 


laurels in the presence of his offended 
and long-suffering Judge. 


"In his days he was a transcendent 


figure in the beau monde. Such was 
his power that he made kings trem- 
ble upon their thrones. 
Alexander 


Campbell pronounces him the master 
spirit of the master spirits of the 
French revolution. But his fame is 
as a fading flower. His name is sel- 
dom mentioned with favor, never 
with love and frequently with exe- 
cration. 


"What a contrast to his dismal 


wail from the brink of eternity was 
the last scene in the life of Phillips 
Brooks, bishop of the diocese of Mas- 
sachusetts! ' When that illustrious 
ambassador of God was called to h'is 
final reward, with his, dying breath 
and with unfaltering trust 'lie mur- 
mured, *I am going home,' and a na- 
tion mourned by an open grave. 


"Across the sea, not long since, 


Cardinal John Henry Newman, after 
a long life devoted to the service of 
his Maker and the 'betterment of his 
fellow creatures, was laid to rest in 
historic ground. His death was the 
occasion for an outburst of that gen- 
erosity which is one of the crown: 
virtues of English speaking people, 
Uo renowned statesman, no invin- 
cible warrior, no conquering hero, no 
famous man of letters, ever received 
sudli tender and innumerable tributes 
of 'praise. His name was upon every 
lip and his image in every heart. 
Protestant ministers vied with Oath* 
olic prelates in doing1 honor to his 
memory. 
The secular press of two 


continents, whig1 and tory, democrat 
and republican, ceased from their ob- 
stinate disputes long enough to lay a 
wreath of immortelles upon the grave 
of that eminent and benignant friend 
of the human race. He had written 
no great poem, but lie ihad penned one 
inexpressibly pathetic song of the 
soul; and long after Voltaire's count- 
less histories, (biographies, poems, 
tragedies, comedies, essays and phil- 
ippics have utterly perished from 
the memory of the living, men, wo- 
men and children, when weary and 
in distress, will sing1, and in singing 
bless the man who wrote it: 
" 'Lead kindly Light, amid the en- 


circling gloom; 


Lead Thou mo on.

BTIG'HT TERROES OP CHILDREN. 


To be the subject of the&e phenome- 


na is to say that something is wrong 
in the physical condition* 
It may 


be safely laid down as a rule that no 
child suffering from night terrors is 
entirely well, says Harper's Bazar. 
Some sign$ of delicate health or excit- 
able nervous symptoms will be found, 
The child is anaemic, has indigestion, 
is rickety, has siome point of irrita- 
tion which reflexly induces the nerv- 
ous outbreak. 
Weak digestion or 


the taking of improper food may be 
said to be a very frequent cause. 
In. 


rarer cases I have known tlie disease 
to be due to enlarged tonsils, chronic 
bronchial 
troubles, 
ear 
disease, 


worms, or sometimes delayed or pain- 
ful dentition. 
Nervous shocks or 


frights during the preceding day are 
often responsible for the occurrence, 
Thus, there is an example on record 
of their occurring in a child who was 
bitten by a parrot during the day, 
and another who was frightened by 
the barking of a dog. 
And in some 


instances they have been known to 
follow the relation of harrowing stor- 
ies during the evening. 


'There is a serious aspect of this 


condition, 
It is the question, of the 


relation between this 'disease and 
more grave brain affection. 
Of these 


the first and most important one is 
epilepsy, •an'd (the only one <we may 
consider here. 
While most of the 


instances of night terrors recover, 
certainly in sdme rare cases they may 
mean, the early symptoms of this ter- 
rible disease* 
W'hen <a child having- 


a bad family history, who is nervous 
and in. a reduced state of health, de- 
velops night terrors they should then 
exercise the greatest care in the treat- 
ment. 
They sometimes, I repeat, 


foreshadow epilepsy, and may for 
months be the early manifestation of 
this disease. 
If appropriate 'treat- 


ment is immediately 
instituted it 


•may be possible to avert a terrible 
future for the child, from which one 
afflicted with epilepsy cannot escape* 
It is always fatal to allow the nervous 
system to cultivate a habit of nerve 
explosions. 
It is so easy a tiling to 


establish, and such a difficult 0119 to 
break up.

men and English 


ideas. To this must be added 
the 


furthei consideration that, as the la' 
bor basis in South Africa is native 
not European, these agricultural im- 
migrants must be persons who aift 
posses^td ot the capital and intelli 
gence necessaiy to enable them to 
develop their holdings and 
utilize 


the aheady existing supplies of col 
ored labor. If English emigrants aie 
to be sent out on this errand they 
must not be drawn from the ranks 
of the 
agricultural 
laborers, 
bu 


they must be selected from among 
the sons of the landed gentry anc 
the farmers, says a London news 
paper. 


Agricultural laboreis would not be 


able to take up small farms unles 
they possessed a certain amount of 
capital, and even then they would 
be una'ble to gain a livelihood un 
less tlhey were endowed with Intel 
ligence and lesolution quite beyond 
the average, for they would have to 
acquiie a knowledge of Butch and 
Kaffir and be able to control the na- 
tives, 
As a general rule, therefore 


immigrants of this class would only 
be useful, as overseers and foremen 
on large faims. 
The men who are 


to go out to farm and raise stock, to 
grow fruit and su'b-tropical produce, 
must be men who alrleady possess 
some experience of such industries 
or who, failing this experience, are 
prepared to spend 
the 
time 
and 


money necessary to acquire it. 
In 


shorlt, the settlers who are wanted 
are men w-ho can command a little 
capial—say from £500 upward—and 
are otherwise 
qualified 
by 
their 


training and associations 
for this 


particular phase of colonial life.

Dr. Younge says that the old 
town of Pittsburg was ablaze with 
indignation and that if the boat had 
ever started out from the wharf with 
the cannon on board, it would havs 
been riddled with shot and shell and 
sunk before it had gone twenty-five 
miles from Pittsburg. 


Capt. John McMillan was comman- 


der of the Silver Wave and Capt. 
John Ragon was the pilot, but Cap- 
tain Ragon refused to pilot the boat 
out if she carried the cannon. 
Tha 


guns, however, were never moved 
from Pittsburg, although they were 
planted on the wharf ready to be 
taken down the river. Dr. Younge 
says that it was rather an exciting 
time. 
In those days the river waa 


the only means of transportation and 
boat owners coined money. He says 
that clerks of boats appeared in full 
dress in the evening. He remembers 
this distinctly, for he says the first 
dress suit he ever saw was worn by 
the clerk of the Silver Wave. 


Dr. Younge is very much interested 


in the rivers. His great grandfather 
captured the first flag in the war 01 
1812 and afterwards died on a flat- 
boat near Natchez, Miss., of yellow 
fever. 
The body was buned in a 


cemetery at Louisville, but the has 
never been able to find the grave, al- 
though he has spent time and money 
in attempting to do so.

a speech delivered by Parker in 1850 
we find it imbedded iu a passage 
which might have been tfhe inspira- 
tion of Seward's famous "irrepressi- 
ble conflict" or Lincoln's "house <M- 
vi'ded against itself," a view to which 
Parker continually recurred. In two 
other speeches it stands "Government 
of all the people, by all the people, 
for all the people." 
Its earliest ap- 


pearance that I have discovered in 
his writings is in a letter to Hev, 
Samuel J. May, in 1846, where it is 
simply "G-overivment of all, by all, 
for nai."

been known in the Tang dynasty, 
but until the date of the Feng-Tao it 
was certainly not applied to the pro- 
duction of fbooks.

USES FOE CORNSTALKS. 


Corn may be grown for the stalks 


only some day and not for the ears. 
Wouldn't it be funny to be eyperi- 
•mentdng for an earless corn? 


That is what it is likely to come 


to if the uses for cornstalks keep on 
developing. Just now it i's neck and 
neck between the stalk and the ear 
as to which is the more valuable, so 
the wise farmer is making1 
good 


money selling his corn fields instead 
of burning them off, says the Kan- 
sas City Journal. 


The uses of cornstalks are veiy 


many. 
The agricultural department 


has made public a bulletin showing 
that they may be used 
for these 


among1 other purposes: A pacMn-g 
for warships; a high grade of writ- 
ing paper; the basis for a smokeless 
powder, and a cattle food made by 
grinding- the dry cornstalks, leaves 
and tops to a powder and mixing it 
with cheiap molasses. 


This new food is pressed into cakes 


under a hydraulic preiss and can be 
shipped as easily as bricks or cord- 
wood. 
For feeding it is broken up 


and mixed with water. Actual tests 
h/ave been made an'd samples have 
been sent to agricultural stations in 
Europe, The reports from all sources 
are very 
encouraging. 
This food 


will be particularly valualblc for our 
cavalry in the tropics, and the food 
cakes can be 
made ait a minimum 


cost in Cuba and the southern states, 
where thousands of tons of low-grade 
mol'asses go to wa'ste annually.

THE EMPLOYES* EXCURSION. 


The fourteenth annual excursion 


and picnic of the Pennsylvania em- 
ployes, which will pass into histoiy 
with the close of today, was one of 
the most enjoyable affairs of its char- 
acter ever gotten up in this locality. 
At the hour of~depaiture the weather 
was very threatening and this fact 
had an influence upon the excursion 
:o a more or less extent, but the 
crowd was so big that the 200 or 300 
people who were "scared out" by the 
clouds and did not go to the resort 
were not missed—at least, not in a 
numerical sense. The full City band,

throughout the day, while all of the 
excursionists were well provided with 
edibles for the noonday lunch and the 
evening meal. According to the re- 
ports of tickets distributed there were 
3,213 in the [party who are either em- 
ployes of the company or members of 
employes' families. In addition to 
these, there were 332 tickets pur- 
chased at the ticket window, which 
do not figure in the former number. 
This makes the total number 3,545, 
the second largest number ever going 
upon a similar mission from this city.

Potable gold—long sought by the 


alcemists of old as the true elixir of 
life—has been produced at last, and a 
patent for it has just 'been granted 
by the government. It is a drinkable 
preparation, made by a process here 
published for the first time, and is 
decided to be a literal rencwer of 
youth, giving strength, and restoiing 
scattered nerves. 


Grold has long been credited with 


medicinal value, but up to the pres* 
ent time no means has been known 
whereby it could be prepared in such 
a way as to be harmless. The chlor- 
ide of the metal, for example, is to 
all intents and purposes a poison, be- 
ing a powerful acid, so that it cannot 
be employed safely as a remedy ex- 
cept in very minute quantities. How 
ever, the elixir newly patented is ac- 
tually a new form of gold, the latter 
being subjected to a chemical change 
which renders it innocuous. 


The process consists of adding gold 


chloride drop by drop to heated honey 
the result 'being the disappearance of 


• the free chlorine. As the gold enters 


the honey the preparation turns pink, | lo 
then crimson, and finally a beautiful I consibtcrl 
Tynan purple, and the tail product' 
js i sirup holding the metal in per- 
manent suspension. 
The inventor 


states that the juices of various 
fruits may be used in place of honey, 
but the latter is preferred because it 
will hold in solution the largest per- 
centage of gold. 


The Qioney, indeed, is merely uti- 


lized as a vehicle, holding in sus- 
pension the gold in microscopic par- 
ticles. If the two were simply mixed 
togther in ordinary fashion, the pro- 


f 'duct would bo caustic and dangerous; 


but the heating of the honey and the 
gradual addition of the metal brings 
about a true chemical alteration. The 
objectionable chlorine vanishes, and 
the resulting solution may be taken 
inwardly 
with 
' impunity. 
The 


changes of color are merely symp- 
toms, so to speak, 
of the chemical 


metamorphosis. When the amount of 
gold is very small the solution is 
pinkj when stranger crimson, and 
when still stronger purple. 


The sirup of gold put up in bottles 


will be susceptible of dilution to any 
extent that may be deemed judicious 
by the physician who prescribes it. 
Doubtless it will be 
expensive, 


like inost good things in this world, 
but the well to do patient can afford 
to take it in large quantities, so as 
to enrich his system 
indefinitely. 


When lie dies—if this should ever 
happen, notwithstanding the virtues 
of the elixir—the gold niignt 'be re- 
covered by putting him through a 
smelting process. 


It ta a curious and interesting fact 


that the alchemists of early days, 
when engaged in the manufacture of 
vital elixirs out of solutions of gold, 
regards as of much importance such 
changes of color in there solutions as 
those here described. As the precious 
fluid passed from pink to crimson, 
and filially to purple, they thought 
it was approaching ripeness—that is 
to say, the point at whidh it would 
actually develop the 
long-sought 


property of renewing the youth and 
prolonging the life 
of anybody to 


whom it mig*M be administered. 


The faith entertained in such elix- 


irs only a couple of centuries ago was 
profound. In 
the twelfth 
century 


Artephius wrote a treatise on the art 
of prolonging life, and claimed thai 
lie himself had 
lived 
1,025 years. 


Frederick Gualdo, who belonged to 
the mystical guild 
of Kosicruians, 


-was reputed to have lived four cen- 
turies, I/ouis XIII, of France made 
Chatftigne, a Francisman monk, his 
grand almoner, because the priest 
promised him a reign of 100 years by 
the help of -a golden preparation.

EXPLOSION AT NOON. 


The explosion occurred shortly 


after noon and many of the occupants 
of,the building- were out at dinner. 
The building in which the explosion 
occurred was a frame tenement, four 
stories 
high, -with 
stores on the 


ground floor. The middle store was 
occupied by Rittenburg. 
Ten fam- 


ilies occupied flats in the building. 
So -great was the force of the explo- 
sion that a boy playing in the street 
half IL block away was lifted from 
Ills feet and hurled against an iron 
fence. 
One of his legs wa's broken. 


Every window seemed to be emit- 


ting flames within a minute after the 
first explosion. A woman, her cloth- 
ing on fire, leaped out of one of the 
windows and fell to the yard below. 
Her dead body was dragged out of 
reach of the flames, but the flesh' was 
roasted so that it dropped from, the 
bones. 
She was later identified as 


Mrs. Williams'. 


Mrs. Williams' husband 
wns a 


nipple. His wife is supposed to have 
remained longer than she could with 
s.ifety in an effort to save him. He 
was found burned to a crisp on his 
bed. 


Some of the occupants of the rooms 


dropped from their 
windows 
and 


were bruised. Others hung- from the 
windows until the firemen came, and 
twenty persons were taken down in 
this way through the fire and. smoke 
by the firemen, while others dropped 
into life nets. 


Daniel Dooley, 
who was in the 


•y.ml when the explosion took place, 
saw the two Rittenburg children in 
the rear room and rushed into the 
flames for them. He got one of them 
and carried it out, und tried to go 
back for the other, but the room was 
by then a mass of fire. -He was bad- 
ly scorched in rescuing the 
first 


child.

Corn may bo grown for the stalks 


only some dny and not for the ears. 
Wouldn't it bo funny to be experi- 
menting- for an earless com? 


That is -what it is likely to come 


to if the uses 'for cornstalks keep on 
developing-. Just now it is neck and 
neck 'between the stalk and the car 
as to which is the more valuable, so 
the wise farm or is making 
good 


money selling his corn fields instead 
of burning them off, says the Kan- 
sns City Joumn'l. 


The uses of cornstalks 
arc very 


many. 
The agricultural department 


has -made public a bulletin showing 
thr.t they may be used 
for these 


among- other purposes: 
A packing 


for warships; a high grade of writ- 
ing- paper; the 'basis for a smokeless 
powder, and a cattle food made by 
grinding the dry cornstalks, leaves 
nnd tops to a powder and mixing it 
wiili cheap molasses. 


This new food is .pressed into cakes 


mulcr a hydraulic prt*s and can be 
shipped as easily as bricks or cord- 
wood. 
For feeding it is broken up 


and mixed with water. Actual tcr,ts 
have been made nnd samples have 
been sent to agricultural stations 
Europe. The reports from till sources 
arc very 
encouraging. 
This food 


will be particularly valuable for our 
cavalry in the tropics, and the food 
cakes can be made at a mini-mum 
:ost in Cuba and the southern status, 
where thousands of tons of-low-grade 
molasses go to waste annually.

Vita« So Long Sought hy the *

Ancient Alchemists.

Potable gold—long sought by the 


alcomists of old as the true elixir of 
life—has been produced at last, and n, 
patent for it has just -been granted 
l)y the government. It is a drinkable 
preparation, made by a process here 
published for tho first time, and is 
declared to be a literal rencwcr of 
youth, giving strength,and restoring 
scattered nerves. 


Gold has long; lin.cn credited with 


' medicinal value, but up to the pres- 


ent time no means has been known 
whereby it could be prepared in such 
n way as to be harmless. The chlor- 
ide of tho metal, for example, is to 
nil intents nnd purposes a poison, be- 
ing a powerful acid, so that it cannot 
be employed safely as a remedy ex- 
cept in very minute quantities. How- 
ever, the elixir newly patented is ac- 
tually.a nev/ form of gold, the latter 
being subjected to a chemical change 
which renders it innocuous. 


The process consists of adding gold 


chloride drop by drop to heated honey 
the result 'being the disappearance of 


• tho. free chlorine. As the gold enters 


the honey the preparation turns pink,! 
then crimson, and finally a beautiful I 
Tyrian purple, and the final product 
is a sirup holding the metal in per- 
manent suspension. 
The inventor 


states that 
the 
juices 
of various 


fruits may be used in place of honey, 
but the latter is preferred because it 
will hold in solution the largest per- 
centage of gold. 


Tho (honey, indeed, is merely uti- 


lized as a vehicle, holding in sus- 
pension the gold in microscopic pnr- 
ticles. If the two were simply mixed 
togther in ordinary fashion, the pro- 
.-iluet would be caustic and dn.ngcrou:ij 
but the heating of the Loney and the 
gradual addition of the metal brings 
about a true chemical alteration. T.lic 
objectionable chlorine vanishes, nnd 
{•he resulting solution may be taken 
Inwardly 
with 
impunity. 
The 


changes of color are merely symp- 
toms, so to speak, 
of t.Iie chemical 


metamorphosis. When the amount of 
gold in very small the solution is 
pink; when 
stronger crimson, nnd 


when still stronger purple. 


The sirup of gold put up in bottles 


will be susceptible of dilution to any 
extent that may be deemed judicious 
by the physician who prescribes it. 
Doubtless 
it 
will 
be 
expensive, 


like most good things in this world, 
but tho well to do patient'can afford 
to tnkc it in large quantities, so as 
to en rich 
his system 
indefinitely. 


When he dies—If 
this should 
ever 


happen, notwithstanding the virtues 
nf the elixir—the gold mig.it be re- 
covered by putting .him through a 
Biiielting process. 


It 'is a curious anil interesting fact 


that the alchemists of early days, 
when engaged in the manufacture of 
vital elixirs out of solutions of gold, 
regards as of much importance such 
changes of color in there solutions as 
Hioso hero described. As the precious 
finid passed from pink to crimson, 
and finally to purple, they thought 
it was approaching ripeness—that is 
to say, the -point at which it would 
actually 
develop 
the 
long-sough'

The stuff Hint gave such astonish-

fire nnd water). It was advertised to 
ir.jnvinate, restore health and pro- 
duce n now growth o£ hair, nnd, un- 
der the name of "aurum potabile," it 
was sold at a very high price. In 
most cases, however, tlio stuff was 
merely a yellow vegetable, tincture of 
about the same value as the infallible 
hair restorer recommended 
by the 


barber. 


There were a great many kinds of 


vital elixirs, compounded of a won- 
derful variety of Ingredients, hut 
true potable gold was rccommcndcr 
by the highest authorities as the re; 
thing. To such a preparation Kogni 
Bacon, one of the fathers of chemis- 
try, attributed his 70 years of life 
and lio recommended it to Pope Nich- 
olas IV.f telling him a fairy story 
about how an old rrtan, plowing one 
dy In Sclly, found a yellow liquid in 
a .golden Bottle, supposed it to be 
deir,'drank it off and was Instantly 


transformed into a hale nnd hearty 
youth. 


The alchemists believed that gold 


was the perfect form of metal. Na- 
ture always started out with the in- 
tention to produce gold, but her hand 
was stayed by accident at one st:ige' 
or another of the process, and the re- 
sults of such arrests of development 
wore the baser metals. Hen^e they 
thought it possible to convert the

Now, the object of this perform- 


incc is to obtain samples of metal 
from all parts cf the dollar, inas- 
much as it is conceivable that one 
portion migh-t be richer 
in silver 


than another. 
The little disks are 


shuffled together and a few of them, 
taken nt random from the lot. are 
subjected to nn nsE.iy. Thus IJie fins- 
ness of the material of the dollar is

the- conquerors. 


Those insunrents .who, for brevity, 
•arc called Filipinos, belong to the 
liRht-colored ra-:e of so-called Indies, 
who are sharply differentiated from 
the Nejr-ritos. 
Their eihnolcyical po- 


sition is 'difficult to fix, since numer- 
ous mixtures have taken place with 
hn'mlgrunt whites, 
especially with 


Spaniards, but also with people of 
yellow and brown races—that is, wHIi 
Monpfuls and Chinese. 


"In this connection it must not bo 


overlooked that nil these immigra- 
tions, howery«r many they*, may. be 
supposed to i»v»,-b«n> mutt, have 


come this way ;rom liie west. In- 
deed, a noteworthy migration from 
the east is enthely barrid out, it we 
look no further back than the Chi 
iiese and Japanese. On the conlraiy

ing ut' PuilngilfLO and fipitninids,

jut their importance ought not to 


overestimated. Tha migration in 


! this way from the west must hence- 
forth 
remain as the point of de- 


parture for all explanations of this 
eastern ethnology. 


"Now, how are the locnl differences 


of various 
tribes 
to be explained 


when, on the whole, the place of or- 
igin was the same? 
Is there here 


a secondary variation of type, some- 
thing- -brought about 
through cli- 


mate, food, circumstances? It is a 
large theme, which, 
unfortunately, 


is too often dominated -by previously 
formed theories. The importance of 
'environment' mid mode of life upon 
the body-development of man can- 
not be contested, 
hut -the measure 


of this importance is very much in 
doubt. 
Nowhere is this measure, at 


least in the present consideration, 
less known than in the Philippines. 
In spite of wide geological and bi- 
ological differences on these islands, 
there exists a close agreement of the 
Indios in the chief characteristics, 
and the effort to trace back tribal 
differences that have been nrnrked to 
cliaiatic and alimentary causes has 
not succeeded. The influence of in- 
herited peculiarities is also rightly 
here. 


"If we assume that 
the 
immi- 


grants brought their 
peculiarities 


with them, which were fixed when 
they came, we must also accept as 
self-evident that the Negritos of the 
Philippines do not belong 
to -the 


same stock as the more 
powerful, 


bright-colored 
Indios. 
As long as 


these islands have been known, more 
than three centuries, the skin of the 
Negritos has been dark brown, al- 
most -black; their 
hair short and' 


spirally twisted, and just as long has | 
the skin of the Indios been brown- \ 
ish, in various shades, 
relatively | 


clear, and the hair has been long. 
ami arranged in wavy locks. 
At no 


time, so far as known, lias it been 
discovered that among a single fam- 
ily a pronounced 
variation 
from 


these peculiarities 'has taken place. 
On this point there is entire una- 
nimity. 


"In the case of tne Negritos there 


is not the least doubt. Of the Indios 
a doubt may arise, for, in fact, the 
shades of skin color appear greatly 
varied, since the brown is at times 
quite blackish, at limes yellowish, 
almost as varied as is the sun-burnt 
hair. 
But even then the practiced 


eye easily detects the descent, and 
if the skin alone is not sufficient, 
the first glance 
at the hair cfiin- 


pleles the diagnosis. 
The 
correct 


explanation nf individual 
or tiihai 


variations is difficult only with the 
Indios, while so much necessity ex- 
ists in the case of the Negritos. But 
among the Indios these individual 
and tribal variations are so freqiieni

sus was chiefly concerned with fiscal 
matters, and we may suppose that his 
cnnmrrator;; were not 'too effusively 
welcomed by Uie 
in'uabilnnts.

the Middle Ages the "census" meani. 
neither more nor less than a tax, nnfl 
:he final, formal, maternal, ami effi- 
cient canst: nf every numbering1 0£ a 
jeople .was the desire of its. castle- 
clatl government for money or tiie 
actual sinews of war. 


Under the 'absolute 
monurchlta, 


which -Tppearfid in Europe after Llie 
decline and fall of the feudal sys- 
tem, the tendency to centralization 
lor administrative purposes prepared 
tho wny for statistical inquiries huu 


numbers of the inhabitants- of 


particular districts. 
The necessity 


of such stocktaking was first ckariy 
jointed out by Adam Smith, but It 
was not till long-after his death lh:u 
tlie first cpnsna of Great Britain— 11

case.'- It was Mr. Willis' desire that 
Congressman Clark .preach his fun- 
eral sermon, a request that was com- 
plied, w.ith. The following is an ex- 
tract 'from Congressman Clark's dis- 
course: 


"In my judgment the finest pas- 


sage m the Bible is Paul's beautiful 
rhapsody on charity, in the thir- 
teenth chapter of First Corinthians. 
Paul's description of charity is also a 
perfect picture of Uncle Jim 
Sam 


Willis: 'Cbarity stiff ere th long and 
is kind; charity envieth not; charity 
vnunteth not itself, is not puffed up. 
doth 
not behave itself unseemly, 


seeketh not its own, is not easily pro- 
voked, thinketh no evil, rejoiceth not 
in iniquity, but rejoiceth in the 
truth; beareth all things, believeth 
all things, 
endureth all things. 


Charity never faileth.' 
He was all 


that Paul says charity is, and truly 
his charity never failed. He fed the 
hungry, clothed the poor and in every 
way in ihis power made thl^ earth a 
more delectable place for human habi- 
tation." 


After this introduction Mr. Clark 


read the iparable of the Good Samari- 
tan, with running and pertinent com- 
ments, declaring that the parable of 
the Good Samaritan contained the es- 
sence of the gospel of Jesus Christ 
and that Uucle Soon Willis was, in 
the 
finest 
sense, a modern Good 


Samaritan. 


In speaking of the Bible Mr. Clark 


advised every one to make that -book 
a life companion. He said: 


"'Search. the scriptures' is nn in- 


junction laid upon us by the Master. 
'Search the scriptures,1 say I, a man 
of the world, in love with the world. 
Search, the scriptures, though the 
inspiring hope - of the resurrection 
-were only a splendid dream. Search 
the scriptures as a matter of plain, 
practical; every-day philosophy. 


"Are you-ambitious to use our ver- 


nacular 
iu 
its 
purity 
and 
its 


strengthP / Giye 
your 
days and 


nights to n thorough mastery of King 
James' version. It is Chaucer's 'well 
of England uiidefiled.' 


"Do you yearn to place your name 


high on-the:scroll of fame as a poet? 
Take the" Psalms of David and the 
book,of Ecclesiastes as your models. 


"Do you aspire to write prose, the 


•tersest and moat sublime? 
Begin 


•with the. most stupendous sentence 
ever penned, 'God said let there be 
light, and there was light,' and stop 
not abort of the last word of the book 
of Revelations. 


"In a country where oratory has 


reached its highest perfection, do you 
long to rival the great masters in the 
art 
of 
Demosthenes 
find 
Cicero? 


Study the Apostle to the Gentiles as 
he pleads 'his own cause and the cause 
of Christendom before King Agrippa 
or reveals to an astounded world the 
'unknown God' on Mnrs hill, in the 
glorious theater of Grecian eloquence. 


"In all that vast region from the 


Golden Horn to the Aleutian islands, 
-which contains all that is most prec- 
ious in modern civilization, there is 
scarcely a human understanding so 
benighted but it holds, consciously or 
unconsciously, some scrap of the book 
of -books. 


"In poetry, song nnd oratory; in 


magazines, newspapers and books; in 
court arguments, in jury addrcsse: 
find stump speeches; in history, bi- 
ography and fiction; in conversa- 
tions in the most splendid parlors; in 
the wretched chatterings of cold, 
hunger 
and 
squalor—anywhere, 


everywher,-one hears the language of 
inspiration. 


"It is safe to say that were every 


Bible now printed, in all the lan- 
guages spoken by the children 
of 


men, suddenly burned by the public 
hangman, it might be completely re- 
produced 
from 
the 
literature and 


memory of the world. 


"From what standpoint it is re- 


garded, its teachings, precepts and 
influences are nil for good. 
Wher- 


ever its doctrines are the principles of 
a people, we find civilization in its 
highest perfection and humanity in 
itd most pleasing aspect. 
I would 


rather send my children into the 
world ignorant of the alphabet or the 
multiplication table than of ths Holy 
Scriptures.1' 


Of religion, Mr. Clark said: 
"Without being « preacher or the 


son of a preacher, discarding even the 
faintest claims to saintliness, I may, 
nevertheless, as an American, express 
my opinion upon the loftiest theme 
that ever engaged the human mind. 
Kelig-ion is as much a necessity of 
the soul as bread is of the body. 
Wisdom, revelation, reason and hope 
conspire to teach this. 
All experi- 


ence proves it. I answer the prepos- 
terous and heart sickening: dictum of 
the French materialists, 'Death is an 
eternal' sleep/ with the triumphant 
(Jei'lai'ation of. Job, 'I know'-.titfit.' my 
Redeemer llveth and that He shall 


stand at the latter day upon the 
earth.' 


"Even Voltaire, the atheist, after 


eighty years spent in ridiculing re- 
ligion through seven octave volumes 
and numberless pasquinades; after 
being by turns the admirer, the 
friend, the flatterer, the companion, 
the enemy and the defamer of the 
great Frederick, the mightiest mon- 
arch that ever wielded a German 
scepter; after being crowned by an 
idolatrous peojile in a Parisian the- 
ater; after furnishing the raw mater- 
ial out of which a hundred pinch- 
beck infidels have built reputations, 
dazzling-, baleful and ephemeral, even 
he, old, shriveled and decrepit, in 
that awful hour when his soul was 
required of him, manifested so little 
faith in his own pernicibus teachings 
that in a bitter agony he exclaimed, 
;0, God, if there be a God, have mercy 
on my soul, if I have a soul!' 


'•That wild shriek of despair is a 


complete answer to all his malignant 
tirades against religion. He wrote, 
in the full enjoyment of health and 
./ealth, in the presence of a long 
train of obsequious worshippers, un- 
mindful of all the benefactions his 
Creator had lavished upon him. 
He 


uttered that awful cry -a sort of in- 
voluntary 
death-bed 
confession—in 


articule mortis, as he was about to 
appear, 
shorn of his 
meritorious 


laurels in the presence of his offended 
and long-suffering- Judge. 


"In his days he was a transcendent 


figure in the beau inoiide. Such was 
his power that he made king-s Ireni- 
ble upon their thrones. 
Alexander 


Campbell pronounces him the master 
spirit of the master spirits 
of the 


French revolution. But his fame is 
as a fading flower. His name is sel- 
dom mentioned with favor, never 
-with love and frequently with exe- 
cration. 


'What a contrast to his 
dismal 


wail from the brink oC eternity was 
the last scene in the life of Phillips 
Brooks, bishop of the diocese of Mas- 
sachusetts! ' When that illustrious 
ambassador of God was called to h'is 
final reward, with his dying breath 
niid with unfaltering trust he mur- 
mured, 'I am going home,' and a na- 
tion mourned by an open grave. 


"Across the sea, not long since, 


Cardinal John Henry Newman, after 
„ long life devoted .to the service of 
his Maker am! the 'betterment of his 
fellow creatures, was laid to rest in 
historic ground. His death was the 
occasion fur an outburst of that 
erosity which is one of the crow 
virtues of English speaking people. 
No renowned statesman, no invin- 
cible warrior, no conquering hero, no 
famous man of letters, ever receive:! 
such tender and innumerable tributes 
of -praise. His name was upon every 
lip and his image in every heart 
Protestant ministers vied with Cath- 
olic prelates in doing honor to his 
memory. 
The secular press of two 


continents, whig and lory, democrat 
and republican, ceased from their ob- 
stinate disputes long- enough to lay a 
wreath of immortelles upon the grave 
of that eminent and benignant friend 
of the human race. He had written 
no great poem, but he-had penned one 
inexpressibly pathetic song of the 
soul; and long1 after Voltaire's count- 
less histories, -biographies, poems, 
tragedies, comedies, essays nnd phil- 
ippics have utterly perished 
from 


the memory of tlie living, men, wo- 
men and children, when weary and 
in distress, will sing, and in singing 
bless the man who wrote it:

It grappled with 


two 
evils—cruelty practiced 
upon 


children under whatever conditions, 
and ths corruption of their morals. 


Sn great an apsault upon the ene- 


mies of childhood might well succeefl 
the process of sap and mine by which 
the same foes had been steadily weak- 
ened during; fifty years. 
Its success 


h-as been its justification, though not 
Its only one. 
There are proofs tr> 


show that.the operation of this act

the welfare of children, but for "'the 
reformation an:l happiness of their 
parents alsw. 
It was brought into 


the dreamy indefinite ethics of the 
late nineteenth century something of 


grit" and practical resolution. The 
iatioii.il foot has 
gone down on 


abuses in our very homes because 
they were st-andalous abuses which 
no so-called "liberty of the subject" 
could excuse. 


NIGHT TERRORS OF CHILDREN. 


To be the subject of .these phenome- 


na is to say that something is wrong 


the physical condition. 
It may 


be safely laid down as a rule that no 
hild suffering1 from night terrors is 
entirely *ell, says Harper's Bazar. 
Some signs of delicate health or excit- 
able nervous symptoms will be found. 
The child is anaemic, has indigestion, 
is rickety, has same point of irrita- 
tion which reflexly induces the nerv- 
ous outbreak. 
Weak digestion or 


the taking of improper food may be 
said to be a very frequent cause. 
In 


rarer crises I have known the disease 
U be due to enlarged tonsils, chronic 
bronchial 
troubles, 
ear 
disease, 


worms, or sometimes delayed or pain- 
ful dentition. 
Nervous shocks or 


frights during the preceding day are 
often, responsible for the occurrence. 
Thus, there is nn example on record 
of their-occurring in a child who was 
bitten by a parrot during the day, 
and another who was frightened by 
the barking of a dog. 
-And in some 


instances they have been known to 
follow .the relation of harrowing stor- 
ies during the evening. 


•There is a serious aspect of this 


condition. 
It is the question of the 


relation 
between this 'disease 
and 


more grave brain affection. 
Of these 


the first and most important one is 
epilepsy, -ami 'the only one 'We may 
consider here. 
While most of the 


instances of night terrors recover, 
certainly in some rare cases they may 
mean the early symptoms of this -ter- 
rible disease. 
When a child having 


a bad family history, who is nervous 
and in a reduced state of health, de- 
velops night terrors they should' then, 
exercise the greatest care in the treat- 
ment. 
They sometimes, I repeat, 


foreshadow epilepsy, and may 
for 


months be the early manifestation of 
this disease. 
If appropriate 'treat- 


ment is immediately 
instituted it 


may be possible to avert a terrible 
future for the child, from which one 
afflicted with epilepsy cannot escape. 
Itis alwnys fntaltoallow the nervous 
system to cultivate .1 habit of nerve 
explosions. 
It is so easy a thing- to 


establish, and such a difficult one t-o 
break up.

est known edition of the book is dat- 
ed 1504, eleven years nfter Rabelais 
is supposed to have died. 
Not many 


ye-ars later it was asserted that it was 
not the work of Rabelais at all, a-nd 
the controversy has raged through 
the centuries. 
Paul Lacroix mads a 


great discovery in 1840—that of n 
manuscript of this fifth book, writ- 
ten, apparently, 1500-15GO. and ly- 
ing- iu the Bibltctheiiue Nationole at 
Paris. On the whole, Lacroix, despite 
the Cact that the editions contained a 
good many things which did not np 
pear in !iis mimiFcript, ncrepted the 
fifth book as genuine. 
The majority 


of these critics are on his side; but 
there are not wanting those who see 
in ths book the work of an iufi 
i mi tutor cliimoily piecing 
together 


fragments from the Rabelaisian .ta- 
hlt. Now. if Herr Roscnthal is right, 
we shall see what Rabelais really in 
leiitkil the fifth book of his great 
work to be like, and what is its re- 
lation to .the manuscript of Lacroix."

led, by an exaggeration of from IOC 
to 300 per cent. 
This is because fig- 


ures have been given on hearsay, ap- 
pearances nnd very 
superficial ob- 


servation. 
But recently American 


English and French observers have 
been comparing- notes and are prac-

known birds.
